“WARREN PRIZE COMPETITION” 
“AN ORPHANAGE” 


In a very beautiful country on a site 1800’ 0” by 2200’ 0”, 
sloping gently at an. angle of about fifteen degrees toward the 
south, an orphanage is to be built on what is known as the 
cottage system. In this type of institution, about twenty 
_ children live in each cottage under the care of a man and his 
wife and one assistant. This gives an approximation of family 
life, in the same way that the group of buildings which house 
Shae other activities give an approximation of communal life. 
_ There are fourteen cottages, variants of a simple plan, which 
have on the ground floor a dining-room, a living-room, kitchen, 
pantry, and a small matron’s office. The sleeping quarters are 
on the second floor. ;

CLASS “B”—I PROJET 


“A VILLAGE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
BUILDING” 


A State Historical Society has decided to erect in one of the 
oldest villages in the State, which has many buildings of his- 
torical and architectural interest, a building which will con- 
tain objects of great historical interest, and serve as their 
headquarters as well as a center for their Annual Meetings. 

The general character of the objects housed, such as antique 
furniture, arts and crafts, weapons, Indian relics, costumes, 
models of boats, stage coaches and other vehicles, historical 
documents, books of interest to Antiquarians, etc., depends 
somewhat upon the State in which the competitor assumes the 
building is located. 

The location is on the main street of the village, on a large plot 
of ground with a fall of one foot in sixteen feet, extending to 
a depth of 320 feet, to a minor street parallel to the main street.
